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Province mulls

Competitive imbalance? 

HST hike leads some small businesses to talk of move to N.B. 


An increase in the harmo¬ 
nized sales tax in Nova 
Scotia has some worried 
that the province is 
making itself less competi¬ 
tive as it earns the tag as 
the highest taxed jurisdic¬ 
tion in Canada. 

The tax hike was the big 
news in last week’s provin¬ 
cial budget and is intended 
to help the NDP govern¬ 
ment hold the line on ex¬ 
penses to battle a deficit 
pegged at $488 million for 
2009-10. 

Although hardly a sur¬ 
prise, the government’s 
move to boost the HST by 
two percentage points to 15 
per cent has drawn general 
scorn from the business sec¬ 
tor, which maintains it con-

tinues to pay as provincial 
spending increases. 

Among the most vocal 
have been members of the 
small business sector. 

“Small business is infi¬ 
nitely adaptable and small 
business will find a way to 
survive, but they certainly 
won’t be as successful on a 
go-forward basis under this 
budget,” said Peter Wilde, a 
Halifax-area chartered ac¬ 
countant. 

Wilde contends that as 
retail sales drop, potential 


employers simply won’t set 
up shop in Nova Scotia. He 
said he currently has two 
business clients who are 
now “seriously looking” at 
moving to New Brunswick, 
where corporate taxes are 
lower and the small busi¬ 
ness tax limit is higher. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
has warned a tax hike will 
risk the health of small 
businesses already dealing 
with an increase to the min¬ 
imum wage. 


The heavy criticism from 
business has stung Finance 
Minister Graham Steele, 
who last week expressed 
his frustration with the 
business federation in par¬ 
ticular. 

“Nothing seems to be 
good enough for them,” he 
told reporters at the legisla¬ 
ture. 

Steele maintains the 
province’s business climate 
is healthy and will improve 
as the economy recovers 
from the global recession. 

However, he will meet 
with merchants and munic¬ 
ipal officials this week in 
Cumberland County to dis¬ 
cuss the ongoing concerns 
along the New Brunswick

registered historical proper¬ 
ties on Barrington Street 
may be getting a facelift. 

Municipal staff will pres¬ 
ent a report to regional 
council tomorrow that rec¬ 
ommends “minor 
alterations” to the 
buildings located at 1652, 
1656 and 1662 Barrington 
St. to include increased of¬ 
fice space. 

The buildings, owned by 
Starfish Properties, 
previously housed Sam the 
Record Man and Granite 
Brewery, but now sit 
vacant. 

The most substantial of 
the proposed alterations is 
a two-storey addition to 
1662 Barrington. The addi¬ 
tion would be set back 10 
feet from the building’s 
front facade, and would be 
“highly complementary” to 
the buildings original 
design, the report says. 

Other changes include in¬ 
terior renovations and 
altering the external 
facades of the buildings. 

Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane said yesterday the 
alterations are a “no-brain¬ 
er,” and hopes that newly 
refurbished office space 
will attract businesses back 
downtown. 

“That’s what it’s all 
about: Making sure we 
have new businesses com¬ 
ing into the downtown,” 
she said. “Not fleeing to 
the suburbs or to a 
business park.” 

Council has a few options 
going forward, including 
approving the alterations 
without conditions, approv¬ 
ing the alterations with 
conditions, or refusing the 
alterations outright.

Ruby Reed, 14, has been 
coming to the Spartan for 
10 years, simply referring 
to it as the “best place 
ever.”

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Members of Halifax’s Pol¬ 
ish community gathered 
at St. Faustina Kowalska 
Polish Mission yesterday 
to mourn the tragic deaths 
of a number of Poland’s 
top elected officials. 

Approximately 100 peo¬ 
ple filled the pews at St. 
Faustina’s for Polish-lan¬ 
guage mass yesterday. Rev. 
Jan Grotlcowski urged his 
congregation to pray for 
Polish President Lech 
Kaczynslci and the 95 other 
political, military and reli¬ 
gious leaders who perished 
in a plane crash on Satur¬ 
day. 

Grotlcowski said the Pol¬ 
ish community is still in a 
state of shock from the 
news. 

“It is a very sad time for 
us,” said Grotlcowski, who 
came to Canada in 2007. 
“We are here to pray to the 
Lord for the peace and 
eternal happiness for their 
souls ...What we can do 
for them? Just pray.” 

Kaczynslci was leading a 
delegation to Smolensk, 
Russia, where he and other 
leading Polish figures were 
to attend a memorial for 
22,000 Polish officers slain 
by Soviet secret police in

1940. 

The investigation into 
the cause of crash is still 
ongoing. 

Urszula Rudz, president 
of the congregation at St. 
Faustina, spoke with her 
mother-in-law in Poland af¬ 
ter the crash. She said it 
was an even bigger shock, 
considering what the dele¬ 
gation was going to com¬ 
memorate. 

“They are shocked,” said 
Rudz. 

“These people were go¬ 
ing to Katyn where 70 
years ago big people died 
there. Now again, big peo¬ 
ple, the top of the govern¬ 
ment died in the same 
place. People are shocked, 
sad.” 

Jan Slcora, who came to 
Canada from Poland in 
1984, said Saturday’s crash 
was “devastating” to the 
Polish community. But he 
said he’s also hopeful it 
will bring that community 
together. 

“It will have some affect 
on us emotionally and will 
stay for awhile” he said. 
“But I think this brings us 
together again to make 
sure that we’ll have some 
second-thinking about 
what happened in the past 
and what’s going on right 
now.

Government guide fails to explain vulnerable sector search

“vulnerable sector” search 
that would reveal a par¬ 
doned sex offence. 

Yet Public Safety Cana¬ 
da’s own “best practice 
guidelines for screening 
volunteers” does not ex¬ 
plain vulnerable sector 
searches in detail, nor 
make clear that they must 
be initiated by the individ¬ 
ual being screened. 


A Public Safety spokes¬ 
man said in an emailed 
statement that it’s “implic¬ 
itly understood that a vul¬ 
nerable sector search is au¬ 
tomatically part of the 
process.”

Warmer and weirder 

Inuit wisdom helping make sense of climate 


Inuit hunters are helping 
scientists understand an es¬ 
sential fact of Arctic climate 
change — the weather's 
not just getting warmer, it's 
getting weirder. 

A new study published in 
the journal Global Environ¬ 
mental Change has com¬ 
bined the observations of 
Inuit on the land with cold, 
hard data to conclude that 
Arctic weather is getting 
less predictable ah the time. 

“The character of weath¬ 
er is changing,” said lead 
author Betsy Weather- 
head, an atmospheric 
physicist at the University 
of Colorado. “The kind of 
style that it has to it.” 

Weatherhead’s research 
began as an attempt to rec¬ 
oncile differences between

what Inuit were saying 
about their weather and 
what scientists were 
recording. 

Hunters used to be able 
to count on stable weather, 
but were increasingly com¬ 
plaining that conditions 
were swinging wildly from 
day to day, making their tra¬ 
ditional prediction skills 
less useful and endangering 
them on the land. The 
anomalies weren’t showing 
up in the long-range studies 


developed by researchers. 

So Weatherhead decided 
to examine the weather in 
two Nunavut communi¬ 
ties. Inuit told her that the 
greatest unpredictability 
was in June’s spring weath¬ 
er, so that’s where she fo¬ 
cused her analysis. 

Researchers combined 
weather information from 
detailed hunter interviews 
together with hourly tem¬ 
perature logs dating back 
more than 40 years. The 
two information sources 
backed each other up. 

“I learned ... to listen in¬ 
credibly carefully to what 
Inuit are saying in real de¬ 
tail and understand that 
our numbers are telling 
only half the story.”

Poland grieves deaths 


Bodies of president, leaders return home after plane crash 


Bitter irony for Poles 


Poland’s government 
moved swiftly yesterday 
to show that it was staying 
on course after the deaths 
of its president and 
dozens of political, 
military and religious 
leaders, even as tens of 
thousands of Poles 
expressed their grief over 
the plane crash in Russia 
that shocked the country. 

New acting chiefs of the 
military were already in 
place and an interim direc¬ 
tor of the central bank was 
named yesterday, with 
work running as usual, said 
Pawel Gras, a government 
spokesman. 

It was a rare positive note 
on a day wracked by grief 
for the 96 dead and laced 


• When Poland lost its presi¬ 
dent and top military brass 
Saturday in a plane crash that 
killed 96, it also lost much of 
its living history and other 
elite members of society. It is a 
supreme bitterness that they 

with reminders of Poland’s 
dark history with its power¬ 
ful neighbour. The Saturday 
crash occurred in thick fog 
near the Katyn forest, 
where Josef Stalin’s secret 
police in 1940 executed 
thousands of Polish military 
officers in the former Soviet 
Union. 

President Lech Kaczynski 
and those aboard the aging 


died near, of all places, 

Russia's Katyn forest, where 
thousands of Polish officers 
were slain by Soviet forces in 
the Second World War in an 
attempt to eliminate some of 
the country's brightest. 

Soviet-built plane had been 
headed there to honour the 
dead. 

Tens of thousands of 
Poles softly sang the nation¬ 
al anthem and tossed flow¬ 
ers at the hearse carrying 
Kaczynski’s body yesterday 
to the presidential palace af¬ 
ter it was returned from the 
site of the crash in Russia.

Some of 
those who died have already 
been laid to rest, though crews 
were still working yesterday to 
remove the bodies of several 
others who didn't make it out. 

A list of victims has yet to be re¬ 
leased. One miner who 
survived the blast remains hos¬ 
pitalized.

enjoy taking nature 
pictures. Over the years 
I have learned some 
useful tips, sometimes 
through controlled ex¬ 
periments and other times 
through unplanned 


mishaps. 

Here are some of my per¬ 
sonal photo reminders. 

When you stand up in a 
canoe and lean over to get 
that close-up picture of a 
loon, you might fall in. 
Your camera, if it is still on 
you, is likely dead. 

So always wear your life¬ 
jacket and get a longer 
lens, especially for birds. If 
you are shooting in poten¬ 
tially wet weather have a 
quick cover-up. I usually 
wear an oversized jacket to 
cover up the camera or en¬ 


case it in a plastic bag. 

I rarely use flash outside 
unless I need an accent 
light and am bouncing it so 
it is not direct. Direct flash 
washes out natural colours 
and definition. 

If you are shooting in a 
forest setting, it is often 
low light. You will likely 
need a fast lens (large aper¬ 
ture — small f-stop) and 
some sort of support like a 
mono-pod, a mini-pod, or a 
tripod. 

If you are hand-holding 
your camera below 1/30 of 


a second your hand move¬ 
ments will likely blur the 
shot. I have a hiking stick 
that is also a mono-pod. 
You can stick it in the soil 
to give you some stability. 
The lower the light the 
more stability you will 
need. In a pinch you can 
use items in the forest to 
stand your camera on but 
watch out for moisture, 
sap and dirt. 

If you are taking pictures 
at the beach, watch out for 
the wrath of sand and salt. 
Both are not good for your 


camera components. 

Like snow, water reflects 
light and produces glaring 
spots and washed out 
colours. Use a polarizer fil¬ 
ter to help add saturation 
and eliminate some of the 
glare. If you are waiting at 
one of the many beaches in 
Nova Scotia to catch the 
beautiful sunrise, try the 
sunset instead since the fog 
doesn’t often bum off and 
you’ll be sitting there and 
realize it is 9 a.m. 

That being said the early 
morning light is beautiful 


snap 

behind some cloud since 
cloud cover is nature’s soft 
box. 

If you are shooting and 
the light is uneven — 
bright in some parts and 
darker in others — don’t 
believe your meter will get 
the exposure you want. To 
be on the safe side, bracket 
(take shots two or three ex¬ 
posures on either side of 
the original).

Were you working on your 
lawn this weekend? Are 
you dreaming of a 
summer of lush, green 
grass at the front or back 
of your home? 

Pesticides and herbicides 
were a fact of gardening 
life in this part of the 
world for decades. But 
with pesticides banned in 
Halifax, the provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, and a 
growing list of communi¬ 
ties all over Canada, is it 
still possible to get the 
green, weed-free grassy ex¬ 
panse so many of us de¬ 
sire? 

“The only thing you’re 
giving up is an unsustain¬ 
able monoculture and the 
nasty smell and toxic 


fumes,” says Sharyn In¬ 
ward, executive assistant 
with Green Communities 
Canada in Peterborough, 
Ont. 

If you think it’s going to 
be frustrating and difficult 
to green your green, In¬ 
ward is delighted to dis¬ 
agree. 

“The first thing you want 
to do at this time of year is 
rake your lawn” Inward 
says. “Just picking up stuff 
that has matted in there. 
It’s call dethatching. All 
that stuff is valuable 
mulch. 

“Then you aerate, and 
that’s just poking holes in 
the lawn. You can use a 
pitchfork, and there’s also 
special spiked shoes, or 
you can have a commercial 
landscaper come by and do 
it for you.”

thickens the grass. Letting 
it grow two to two-and-a- 
half inches tall makes it al¬ 
most impossible for weeds 
to take hold. 

“What people can also 
do is grow clover. It actual¬ 
ly feeds the grass because 
it fixes nitrogen in the soil. 
And clover is green! You 
can encourage this slow- 
growing plant to comple¬ 
ment your grass, and feed 
it at the same time to 
make your lawn a bit 
greener than your neigh¬ 
bour’s in the middle of the 
summer when there’s a 
drought.” 


Inward says good grass 
rises — literally and direct¬ 
ly — from well-maintained 
soil. And it’s not just your 
grass that benefits. 

Pets and people become 
a lot safer when aggres¬ 
sive, destructive chemicals 
are put aside. Inward cau¬ 
tions that dogs are more 
susceptible to cancer than 
humans, particularly be¬ 
cause of their shorter lifes¬ 
pans. 

“The advanced stages of 
this are to minimize the 
lawn,” she notes 

“If you have a shade tree, 
for example, it’s a losing 
battle to have lawn under¬ 
neath. You should just 
mulch the whole area and 
plant shade plants. And 
you can also have more 
garden beds, which are 
easier to care for than a 
lawn.”

Fourth not good enough for Tiger 


Even sweeter than Phil 
Mickelson slipping into 
another green jacket was 
seeing his wife waiting for 
him behind the 18th green 
yesterday at Augusta Na¬ 
tional with tears 
streaming down her face. 

Amy Mickelson had not 
been at a golf tournament 
since being diagnosed with 
breast cancer 11 months 
ago. 

He had not looked the 
same ever since. 

A shattered world 
seemed at peace in the fad¬ 
ing sunlight yesterday at 
the Masters, where Mickel¬ 
son made one last birdie for 
a 5-under 67 and a three- 
shot victoiy over Lee West- 
wood. 

It was a forgettable final 
round for Canadian Mike 
Weir, who closed with a 5- 
over 77 to finish tied for 
43rd. 

The conclusion was far 
more emotional than any¬ 
one expected. 

Mickelson shared a long 
embrace with his wife be¬ 
hind the 18th green, and as 
he walked to the scoring 
trailer to sign for the lowest 
score at Augusta in nine 
years, a single tear trickled 
down his cheek to his lip. 

“We’ve been through a 
lot this year. It means a lot 
to share some joy together,” 


• Tiger Woods takes little joy 
in finishing among the lead¬ 
ers at the Masters, even 
though by most standards his 
comeback will be deemed a 
success. 

When Woods strolled off 

Mickelson said, his voice 
cracking has he struggled 
to keep control. “It’s been 
such an incredible week, an 
emotional week.

celebrate.

minute, to do a mural for 
the induction ceremony. 

Arrigo proved himself by 
whipping off the piece in 
30 hours (the paint was 
barely diy for the event). 
That soon led to a commis¬ 
sion to do an 18-foot by sev¬ 
en-foot mural of the Leafs 
that still hangs in the Air 
Canada Centre today. 

A huge hockey fan who 
began skating at age three, 
painting hockey greats and 
other sports scenes was no 
problem for Arrigo. 

He’s now gone to two 
Olympics — including Van¬ 
couver, where he painted 
all the gold medal winners 
— numerous Super Bowls 
and NASCAR races, among 


other events. 

Meanwhile, about three 
years ago, he painted his 
first goalie mask for Mike 
Smith of the Dallas Stars. 
The helmet covered with 
the Grinch (it was the holi¬ 
day season and the Jim Car¬ 
rey movie had just come 
out) worked out well. He’s 
now done masks for 14 
NHL goalies. 

Whenever he’s hired for 
a job, Arrigo does a rough 
sketch of what he plans to 
do. Once he’s working on 
the mural, canvas or mask, 
he photographs his work at 
every stage and sends them 
to his client. 

Arrigo uses acrylic paints 
to minimize fumes — he’ll 
wear a mask when he’s in 
his studio. But he often 
paints in public at sports 
event so passersby can 
watch him wield his air¬ 
brush and turn his 
favourites sports ideas and 
icons into art.

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Junos carry torch 

Producers riding wave of Olympic spirit 


Justin Bieber is one of nine musical acts set to perform Sunday 
on CTV’s broadcast of the Juno Awards in St. John’s, N.L. 


This year’s Junos hope to 
borrow some of the magic 
of the Vancouver 
Olympics. 

Executive producer John 
Brunton says the show will 
look to connect with a 
country still on a high 
from the Games and might 
even incorporate some of 
the production tricks seen 
during the opening and 
closing ceremonies. 

So, we’ll see K’naan min¬ 
gling with killer whales? 
Drake navigating cracking, 
splintering ice floes? 

Not quite. 

But the Junos will em¬ 
ploy the same Quebec com¬ 
pany that did projection 
work at the Olympics festiv¬ 
ities, and Brunton says that 
the awards show will try to 


carry on the same spirit of 
Canadian patriotism that 
permeated the Games. 

“We’re trying to ride 
the wave — this tidal 
wave — of Canadian 
enthusiasm and pa¬ 
triotism that’s come 
out of the Vancouver 
Olympics,” Brunton, 
the mastermind behind 
Canadian Idol and Battle of 
the Blades said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

“I think the opening of 
the show has a real correla¬ 
tion with ... the whole vibe 
that came out of Vancouver. 
The whole sense of Canadi¬ 
ans coming together in 
ways that we haven’t really 
seen them do from a multi¬ 
cultural perspective and 
just a sense of pride.” 


Though Brunton is stay¬ 
ing mum on most details 
for the show this Sunday, 
he says this year’s instal¬ 
ment of the Junos will 
set a new technical 
standard for the ven¬ 
erable show. 

“It’s just pushing 
the envelope of the 
technology of a rock ‘n’ 
roll show,” he said. “In 
terms of the lighting and 
projections we’re using on 
our set ... we’re pushing 
ourselves technologically 
into a different place.” 

He says viewers won’t 
see the giant spouting or- 
cas that captivated during 
the Games — “because we 
don’t have as large a 
palette in terms of our 
stage” — but the Junos set 


will be “a great palette that 
can transform itself over 
the course of the nine acts 
in the program.” 

Those acts include 
Drake, Justin Bieber, 
K’naan, Billy Talent, Blue 
Rodeo and Michael Buble, 
who carries a leading six
